5. Number of teachers employed ? 
6. Style of society? 
7. Usual average of grain ? 
8. Proximity to Bismarck of govern- 


ment land? 


9. Prospective railroads ? 
Bismarck was first settled in 1872. 


Mike Feller opened the first farm, rais- 
ing on sod that year 250 bushel/ of pota- 
toes per acre. The railroad was com- 
pleted to Biamarck June 5lh, 1873. Pres- 
ent population ia 3,000. Business of the 
town about $3,000,000 annually. 
The 


schools are graded. One brick school 
house accommodates the high school and 
intermediate and a frame building the 
primary. 
The Catholics 
also have 


graded schools, which are largely patron- 
ized by residents of Bismarck, Miles 
City, Fort Benton and the military posts. 
Tbree teachers are employed in the pub- 
lic and three in the Catholic schools, 
and Mrs. A. D. Pratt is teaching a private 
school 


As to style of society, one can find 


anything that is desired 
The people are 


largely American, coining here from 
Eastern, or older Western States to better 
their condition. Those engaged in trade 
are straight-forward, open-hearted, gen- 
erous and energetic. No belter people 
are found in any country. Their families 
average with the better clsss of American 
families anywhere. There is a sprink- 
ing of Scotch, Irish, German and Scandi- 
navian of the better class that detracts 
nothing from the whole. These are the 
people 
one 
meets 
in 
their 


every day intercourse, but by hunt- 
ing for it almost any phase of society 
can be found. Men and women feel tree 
to follow their natural inclination, and 
though the town is really no worse than 
others similarly situated, theie ia little 
attempt made to conceal anything. There- 
fore the voice of the keno crier as well as 
that of the street exhorter is heard, and 
hence occasion is given for the hard 
name some attempt to give the city. The 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, Methodist and 
Catholic churcKes are well attended, and 
it may be doubted if there is another 
town on the face of the earth where the 
citizens are more charitable—where they 
are really better hearted. Oats usually 
average fifty bushels per acre, and there 
are instances where the yield has reached 
eighty to one hundred bnsnels per acre. 
Wheat produces from eighteen to thirty- 
five bushels per acre, the average being 
over twenty—about twenty-five.

sum, but the New Orleans Picayune shows 
that it embraces less than half of the money 
which has flowed into the south during the 
past year to be invested in new ind"strial 
enterprises and means of transportation.

M^jor A. D. Banks of Vicksburg, Miss.. 


for the last four years chief clerk in tho 
stationary department of the Uuited States, 
died last Thursday at Fortress Monroe, Va.

At one time he was associate editor of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. He figured promi- 
nently in the South at the outbreak of the 
w.ir between the states. 


General James G. Blunt died under 


melancholy circumstances in a District of 
Columbia hospital a few days ago, aged 55 
years. He was born in Hancock county, 
Maine, in 1826. Moving to Kansas in 1836 
he took an active part in the exciting pelitics 
of the period, becoming one of the best 
leaders of the Free State party. He was 
appointed brigadier general of volunteers 
in .the union army in April, 1852, beiug 
known in the early history of the war as 
"the hero of Pea Ridge." Shortly after- 
wards he was made major general of vol- 
unteers, and in 1863 was assigned, to the 
command of the Department of Kanstfs. 
From this post he was relieved in October, 
1863. His mind was unhinged some years 
ago. 


William Allington, the poet, objects to 


putting a bust of Carlyle in Westminster 
Abbey partly because he "would not have 
a hand in increasing the resemblance of 
the lovely old Gothic interior of a stone- 
mason's yard," and partly because "Mr. 
Carlyle had no respect of any sort for West- 
minster Abbey, not even as architecture;

FEARS AL.LAYED. 


THE PBESIDENT DOING WELL. 


Special Telegram to the Pioneer Press. 


WASHINGTON, Ang 9. — We hear tho president 


ia dying of exhaustion caused by the operation. 
Send us the facts quickly, was the tenor of nu- 
merous despatches that reached this city dur- 
ing this morning from Boston and New York,. 
indicating a false conception of the case in both 
those cities, probably inaited bv speculators. 
Direct dispatches were at once eeut, allayisg 
all fears, for tho president has passed an ex- 
ceedingly comfortable day. 
He slept well last 


night, and awoko this morning with tempera- 
ture and pulse both below 100, appetite- 
returning and wound discharging satisfac- 
torily. At the morning dre ssing the lint stop- 
page at the mouth of the wound was found to 
be thoroughly saturated with a healthy pus and 
its removal was followed by a free discharge, 
flowing chiefly from the new channel under-

THE ONLY UNFAVORABLE POINT 


in tho case was tho fever, the 12:30 bulletin 
indicating a temperature of 99.7 and a pulse 
of 1O4.

Our afternoon's march over the bleak, 


treeless and brown mountains of the wilder- 
ness tras inexpressibly tiresome until we 
came in sight of the Dead Sea. It lay 2,000 
feet below us—a mirror of silver, set among 
the violet mountains of Moab. More pre- 
cipitous decents over rocks and sands 
brought us, by sundown, to the two towers 
of the most unique monastery on the globe. 
The famous convent of Mar Saba is worth 
a journey to Palestine. For thirteen cen- 
turies that wonderful structure has hung 
against the TO'iUs of the 
deep, 
awful 


gorge of <ue Kidron. 


It is a colossal swallow's nest of stone, 


built to the height of 300 feet, against the 
precipice, and inhabited by sixty mo ks of 
the Greek church—genuine Manicheans, 
and followers of St. Saba and St. John of 
Damascus. No woman's foot has ever en- 
tered the convent walls. Instead of wo- 
men's society they make love to the birds, 
who come and feed off ihe monk's hands. 
Every evening they toss meat down to the 
wild jackals in the gorge below. At sun- 
set I climbed over the extraordin-iry build- 
ing—was shown into the rather handsome 
church, and into the chapal or cave of St. 
Nicholas, which contains the ghastly skull 
of the monks who were slaughtered by 
Chos oes and his Persian soldiers—and 
gazed down into the awful ravine beneath 
the convent walls. Some monks in black 
gowns were perched as watchmen on the 
lofty towers; others wandered over the 
stone pavements in sort of aimless vacuity. 
What an attempt to live in an exhausted 
receiver? 


The monks gave us hospitable welcome, 


Fold us canes and woodwork, and furnished 
us lodgings on the divans of two large stoue 
parlors. One of the religious duties of the 
brotherhood is to keep vigils, and through 
the night bells were ringing and clanging; 
to call them to their devotions. The ver- 
min in the lodging rooms have learned to 
keep up their vigils also; and as the result 
our party—with one 
exception—had a 


sleepless night. I have such a talent for 
sleeping, and, like Pat, "pay attention to 
it" so closely, that 1 was able to defy even 
the fleas and mosquitoes of Mar Saba. By 
daylight the next morning we heard the 
great iron door of the convent clang be- 
hind us like the gate of Bunyan's "Doubt- 
ing Castle," and for five hours we made a 
toilsome descent of the desolate ' cliffs to 
the shore of the Dead Sea. That much 
maligned sea has a weird and wonderful 
beauty. 


We took a bath in its cool, clear waters 


and detected no difference from a bath t 
Coney leland, except that the water has 
such density that we floated on it like pine 
shingles. No fish from the salt ocean can 
live in it; but it is very attractive to the eye 
on a hot noonday. A scorching ,ride we 
had across the barren plain of the sacred 
Jordan, which disappointed me sadly. At 
h e place where the Israelites crossed and 
our Lord was baptized it was about 120 feet 
wide. It flows rapidly, and in a turbid 
current of light stone color. In size and 
appearance it was a perfect counterpart of 
the Muskingum, a few miles above Zanes- 
ville. Its useless waters ought to be turned 
off to irrigate its barren valley which might 
be changed into a garden. For beauty the 
Jordan will not compare with Elijah's brook 
Cherith, whose bright, sparkling stream 
went flowing past our lodging place at Jeri- 
cho. We lodged over night in a Greek con- 
vent (very small), and rode next morning 
to see the ruins of the town made famous 
by Joshua, Elijah, Zacchens, and the re- 
storation of Bartimeus to sight.

THE MAS ON THE STEEPLE.

What a Famous Climber Says of the Perils 


•I 
ami Pleasures of His Business. 


Front the Troy, N. Y., limes. 


The hundreds of people who have watch- 


ed the Operations of the man upon the tow- 
ering ; steeple of the Third Street Baptist 
chujr ;h painting the wooden spire and re- 
arrai iging the weather vane have expressed 
worjc ler as to the means used to reach his 
lofty position. 
A reporter' yesterday w*nt 


np ii ito the belfry and interviewed me 
most-experienced steeple-climber in the 
worll, James Ferguson. "Why, my dear 
boyj' said he, with an honesty of expres- 
sion that struck home at once; "I've spent 
the f reater part of my life up among these 
rolling clouds. For eighteen years I sailed 
the sea between the East Indies and China 
befo 'e the mast, and afterwards occupied 
ever;' station excepting that of t aptain. 
When I was sixteen years of age I climbed 
a steeple in Glasgow three hundred feet 
high iii half an hour. 
The same ieat it 


took the noted Scotchman 'Steeple Jack,' 
thre< i days to perform. I have been a umnt- 
ing steeples for the past seven years as 
a business. The last one I went up pre- 
vious to this was the Chapel street Ptesby- 
teria i in Albany, which is three hi udred 
feet n height. I took down the weather 
vane in the shape of a fish, which weighs 
thred hundred and twenty-seven pounds, 
beini; of copper snd loaded with leeid. It 
was he first time any one had been up the 
steel le in thirty years. The highest steeple 
I evor climbed went up three hundred and 
seve; ity feet. This was in Ayrshire, Scot- 
land 
The general impression is that when 


on a steeple it is easier to look «p than 
down. This is all a mistake. When look- 
ing t p an almost irresistible feeling comes 
over you to jump from your seat. I had 
expe ience of this Mud while on the steeple 
of D r. Darling's church in Albany. I gazed 
steac ily up for a moment into space, when, 
without any feeling of dizziness or anything 
of that sort, I became almost beside myself 
and a kind of delirium came over me. I 
had to quit right then and there, for a 
moment later I would have sprung from my 
seat. I can look steadily down and it does 
not affect me. I seldom climb steeples in 
cold (weather. It's too confounded danger- 
ous, the sides being icy and .slippery. I 
was upon a Hudson steeple last January, 
and 1 hen vowed I'd swear'off climbing in 
in winter, as I nearly fell. 
' 


Tl ey tell me this here steeple shakes 


whei the wind blows. Do you know it's all 
the 1 etter for that. It gives the iron rods 
on t tie inside play. Look out for these 
taut and apparently solid steeples. They 
go s< metimes with a sudden crash. And, 
besi< es, I eujoy a ride on a swaying steeple. 
It re ninds me of the days *vhen I was at 
sea. Troy looks immense from the top of 
that spire. The people appear like mites, 
whili) the sky bears the same aspect as 
from the street. I never remember of hav- 
ing felt dizzy when on a steeple. 1 felt 
just is much to home away up there where 
God's handiwork can be viewed in all its 
beauty as on ihe ground. I've got to, in 
fact, for if I didn't you d never catch me 
hum reds of feet from good walking, That 
arrow on the spire of the church I took 
down, gilded it and replaced it. It is ten 
feet in length and weighs all of two hun- 
dred pounds. When putting it back I held 
it in position with one hand and tightened 
the bolts with the other—no easy task, I 
tell yon. A man at this business can earn 
from 
in \ rhich I ascend that must remain a 
secr« t. I never allow an outsider to handle 
or ei amine my ropes. I attend strictly to 
business when up on high and if I saw 


my wife on the sidewalk would re-
